THE CHURCH ARMY. 
_—— 


The principal speaker at a series of meotings, 
which was held in Dublin on Friday, under tae 
auspices of the Church Army, was to have been 
the Bishop of Birmingham, but his lordship was 
unable to be present, as he is suffering from a 
severe attack of lumbago. The first meeting 
was held in the Gregg Hall, Dawson strect, in 
the forenoon. 

The Archbishop of Dublin, who presided, ex- 
pressed regret at the unavoidable absence ot 
the Bishop of Birmingham, who had sent a tele- 
gram, stating that his doctor had forbidden 
him to travel. They were glad to have with 
them Rev. W. H. G. Shapeott, who was, per- 
haps, even more familiarly acquainted with 
the Church Army than the Bishop of Birming- 
ham himself. He (His Grace) was very glad to 
assist in any way in connection with the work 
of the Church Army, of which he had seen 
something in the North of Ireland, where it 
did social work of great value to the whole 
community. He thought that this work might 
be extended in the North of Ireland. In the 
South the ities were not so great, be- 
cause the same kind of conditions did not 
prevail, but that was no reason Why they 
ahould not take an interest in it. They were 
living in a time when social conditions were 
very unsettled, and it was societies such as the 
Church Army that could help by bringing their 
influence to bear upon the reconstruction of 
social life. 

Rev. W. H. G. Shapcott, the London Secre- 
tary of the Church Army, said that he intended 
to deal with the spiritual work, the national 
work, and the social work the Church Army 
was doing. The Church Army had justified its 
existence everywhere by its results. He spoke 
of the growth and development of the Church 
Army, and told how it was now touching 
upon some of the grave national problems. 

In the afternoon the Rev, W. H. G. Shapcott 
was present at a meeting in the Regent House, 
Trinity College, ai which the Provost (Dr. 
Bernard) presided. There was a good attend- 
ance. 

Mr. Shapeoté said that for twenty-five years 
the Church Army had been doing work in the 
under-world. They restored men and women to 
their particular religion, whether Episcopalian, 
Roman Catholic, or Nonconformist. At the 
outbreak of war they had to extend their activi- 
ties. Their Army before the war was only 
250,000, and shortly after the clash of arma it 
was 4{ millions. The Church Army extended 
its organisation all over the world inside nine 
months. They provided over 1,600 huts for 
their soldiers and sailors fully manned and 
equipped. Such was the work of “ civilisation ” 
which they were able to accomplish. The 
Charch Army, after the Armistice, directed its 
energies to work among the men about to be 
demobilised, and they did much to counteract 
revolutionary propaganda, which was being con- 
siderably fostered among the troops. The 
problem they had to face now was sottling 
worest. As illustrating the social work of the 
Church Army, he mentioned that since Decem- 
ber last they had in 80,000 cases of 
hardship among demohbilised men, and distri- 
buted over £50,000. He appealed for financial 
assistance towards the £250,000 which the 
Church Army had set out to carry on its idea 
of “winning the peace.” 

The Provost thanked the lecturer for his in- 
spiring and stimulating address, and said that 
the outline of the work that he had given was 
of a practical Christianity inepired by the 
highest ideals of God and man. 

Rev. Mr. Bhapcott also preached in St. Ann's 
Church in the evening.

Case 6.—Hae been set up ae a tailor, and is 
doing well. Case 7,—Has been assisted with a 
email] amount of capital to supplement his 
savings, and ig now started in suitable busi- 
ness. 
The recipients of weekly grants include the 
widows of two men whe died prisoners of war 
in Germany. No, 1 has two children, an aged 
mother, and a niece dependent on her, while 
she ie practically blind. No. 2, whose husband 
was brutally mardered in Limburg Camp, has 
three young children to be brought up.

Freedom and Law. 


This is the age of “ self-determination ” 
not only in the government of States, but 
in the individual's attitude to every aspect 
of life. We invite attention to the dis- 
course on “ Freedom and Law” which the 
Provost of Trinity College delivered yes- 


terday in Christ Church Cathedral. It 


tells thinking men nothing that is abso- 
lutely new or startling, but it applies 
eternal truths to modern conditions, and 
analyses existing tendencies that may 
startle the whole world before we hear the 
last of them. Civilisation everywhere is 
becoming impatient of all kinds of 
restraint. The word “ discipline” is offen- 
sive to an increasing number of minds. 
There were many complaints during the 
war of the singularly mild discipline of 

the British Army, and the duty of service 
in the greatest of all national crises was 
resented by an unprecedentedly large crop 
of “ conscientious objectors."’ Accordingly 
as this word “conscientious "—represent- 
ing an entirely selfish and self-centred 
point of view—has increased in honour, 
the word “convention” has fallen into 


disrepute with our rising intelligentsia. 


Once it stood for the results of Bowe 
wisdom and world 


experience ; 
stands for something that is old tuableaid, 


working classes classes intolerant. of shameful 
housing conditions and of slave-driving in 
the mills and factories. Nevertheless, it 


| has done a great deal of harm—not because

More than two thousand years of govern- 
ment, of art, of literature bequeathed to 
the world magnificent legacies—knowledge 
of human nature, form, beauty, the in- 
stinct that avoids fatal mistakes, and the

doth attain 
To something of prophetic strain.” 
These legacies are the essence of a true 
education. With the board school epoch 
came a generation which was neither 
contentedly ignorant nor really educated. 
For much of it all knowledge begins the 
day before yesterday. There are hundreds 
of thousands of young men and women 
to-day who regard that admirable writer, 
Mr. H. G. Wells, as the great omniscient, 
the founder of the only philosophy that 
counts. Before the war the younger 
eneration’s contempt for law and con- 
vention had begun to display itself in the 
patronage of new schools of poetry and 
painting that outraged all the immemorial 
discipline of literature and art. The war, 
which was to end ancient tyrannies, has 
shaken also the consecrated modes, tradi- 
tions, and habits of thought of twenty-five 
centuries of civilisation-building. It has 
gone far to dethrone the sober mind that 
advances by well-tested processes of law, 
and has substituted for it the “ shop- 
steward mind’’—the mind that is im- 
patient of all restraints, leaps confidently

warns us that society cannot exist apart 
from law. 

In no land in the world to-day is Dr. 
Bernard's warning more urgently needed 
than in our own. We welcome it espe-

It was undoubtedly neces- 
sary, now and again, for society to take stock, 
ae it were, of the principles which it had found 
serviceable in the past, and to discard those 
which had outgrown their But 
it would be a grave blunder to suppose that 
all the conventions of the social life of mén 
were arbitrarily adopted, or that they were 
generally unsound. Qyite the contrary. They 
were the residue of the expérience of the days 
that. were gone, and might mot be rejected 
lightly, even though it might be impossible to 
claim for them any higher authority. There 
were certain conventions in «art. which all 
decent men and women recognised as binding,and 
to abandon them wonsd! be to go backwards, not 
forwards, in the evelution of art. There were 
certain conventions in speech—they might not 
be more than conventions—which could not be 
disregarded without grave loss of dignity. The 
plain speaking of the seventeenth century did 
not offend in the books of that period; but to 
suppose that it is the mark of “advance” or 
of “ emancipation “ to reproduce it now would 
be an astonishing folly. The freedom of the 
higher life, even in art, did not despise all the 
conyentions upon which a society of high- 
minded men and women had deliberately 
agreed. 
THE FREEDOM OF THE HIGHER LIFE. . 
But there were other conventions which 
could. claim a higher sanction. Thera were 
some prohibriens which were conventional, 
because all society had perceived that they re- 
fected the Divine law. To put it in plain 
words, they did not escape from the obligation 
of the Ten Commandmenis by describing them 
as traditional conventions, It was unconven- 
tional te commit murder, not merely because 
society objected to so imeomvenient and dis- 
concerting a practice, but because it was wrong. 
His freedom did not absolve him from the 
restraimte of that law. And what was true 
of the Sixth Commandment, “Thou shalt do 
no murder,” was true also of the Seventh. 
That, too, was a law of God. He wha lightly 
caeregarded ite obligetion in the pursuit of 
freedom the slave of sim. The free- 
dom of the higher life imposed restraints, 
irksome, umweloome though they might seer. 
The freedom of the Gospel implied far sterner 
restraints, far etricter obligations, than the 
obedience of the law. It required a greater 
moral effort for a community to be law-abiding 
under democratic rule than ever it was under 
sutecracy. He who would deliver aili aa 
conventiong that had ou their usefulness 
must be prepared, if he followed the great 
Master of the higher life, w replace them by 
even a stricter law. For the highest freedom 
was in ite last expression the service of God, 
fulfilled in the sense of overwhelming responsi- 
bility. To abandon rules of conduct, for this 
wae the sum of the matter, because they 
seemed to restrict their liberty, was not the 
way to cnitivate the freedom of the highest 
fife, either for men or for nations. The rules 
that they had received from the past, whether 
in regard to social customs or to the moral 
law, ot to religious observance, might not be 
the best that were conceivable. But. if they 
discarded them they must make even stricter 
fuies for themegives. . It was not at all likely 
they should make better ones. But even an 
inferior rule of life which a man kept was more 
prefitable than a superior rule which he 
neclected at his pleasure. And the same was 
true of nations. In religion, as in life, as in 
leratirve, ag im art, the abandonment of 
testraims was not the path to the highest 
things. And in religion they dare not 
dispense with rules for the guidance of the 
spirit im ite approach to God. It was because 
of ‘this that the Church provided a rule of 
life to aid poor human mature in its weak and 
fitfyl struggles towards the things that were 
best. Prayer and sacrament 
did not involve restraint. 
upon them. 
so busy But they conid not stand fast ir. 
the liberty with which Christ had mefe them 
free, unless they were ready to live as those 
who believed that God was their Father; to 
Whom the respect of sone was due, and that 
His grace could, and did, deliver from the 
vorst bondage, which wae the bondage of sin. 


THE EXPIRATION OF RENTS ACT. 


MEETING OF TOWN TENANTS’ LEAGUE. 
Mr. William Lawlor presided at a largely 
attended meeting of the Town Tenants’ League, 
held on Thursday last, at the Central offices of 
the League, 45 Parnell square, Dublin. It 
was reported that since last meeting over 30 
sew members had joined the Central branch. 
The Sub-Committee dealing with the Increase 
of Rent Act reported that, in view of the fact 
that - the Increase of Rent Act would expire in 
March, 1921. when, if these Acts were not 
renewed, landlords would be at liberty to raise 
rent to any price they wished, and thus inflict 
immense hardships on town tenants, the Com- 
mitiee had been actively urging on the Govern- 
ment and representatives in Parliament the 
urgent importance of at once introducing and 
ing into law a bill which would extent the 
outs Acts for at least a period of five years. 
Mr. Joseph Devlin, M.P., had promised to give 
every assistance in his power. Their general 
secretary, Mr. Coghlan Briscoe, had placed this 
matier very fully before Mr. J. H. Thomas, 
M.P., who had writtén to say phat anything 
he could do to assist in the extension of, the 
Rents Restriction Act would be a pleasure. In 
the opinion of the Committee, the Act would 
require to be amended if the intention of 
Parliament to protect the bormies of the people 
was not to be defeated, and to carry out this 
several amendments would have to be inserted. 
In view Of the many cases now arising of 
“ profiteering” in houses, especially at Kings- 
town and other townships, where Jandlords are 
geeking to evict old tenants in order to set 
the houses in flats, the Committee were un- 
enimously of the opinion that the limitation of 
€52 per year rent for Ireland should be ex- 
tended to £100 per annum, the figure under the 
Act for London, and that the provision re- 
garding this should be made retrospective. 
“ PROFITEERING ” IN HOUSES. 

Mr. Coghlan Briscoe said that the extension 
of the Rents Act was a vital matter for the 
town tenants of Ireland. During the past few 
months he had been in correspondence with 
friends in Freland, and all agreed that now is 
the proper time for town tenants to organise,

The 
community had the right to limit or abolish, if 


it saw fit, the means by which that evil waa} 


supported. The great principle, “Cut it off,” 
could be applied to the community as well as 
to the individual. Over nearly the whole of 
the Northern Continent of America at present 
that was being done. . It wag useless to talk of 
interference with the liberty of the individual. 
H the community decided that the evil was so 
great as to threaten its welfare or its future 
the individual must submit. So it was when 
plague appeared or when certain poisons were 
forbidden sale. Individual liberty might be re- 
stricted, but the well-being of the whole de- 


manded it. There wae, therefore, no reason 
why prohibition should not be enforced, except 
the practical one that so far in this country the 
community had not so decided. It was clear 
that public opinion here was not ready for pro- 
hibition. But, continued the Archbishop, that 
was no reason why they should do nothing. 
What they required was a machinery by which 
the people of every locality might decide for 
themselves what they would have. If they 
could get local option, together with the aboli- 
tion of private profit on the sale of drink, they 
would in a fair way towards making real 
progrees. Meanwhile, there remained the effort 
and influence of the individual. Let them not 
forget that everyone who definitely took his 
stand on the side of temperance was exerting a 
real influence on all around him. He believed 
in total abstinence. Strong drink was neither 
a stimulant nor a tonic. Old surerstitions died 
hard, and people found it hard to learn the 
lessons of science when they conflicted with 
ancient prejudice. Alcohol did no good. Its 
use was &4 mere habit, a mere custom. People 
took it because they had learned to like it, and 
for no other reason. Why, then, take it at all 
when they saw it doing so much mischief in the 
world ?
